notorized rifle division* A he actual strength of the VFD in Zittau shows 
that it was a cadre unit * Although tho strength of tho cadre unit is very 
snail, the VPD in its organizational set-up and arnanont can bo consider ad as 
a nucleus of a notorized rifle division according to the Soviet pattern* This 
applies for all the VFDs in the Soviet Zone of Germany. 

(2) An unusually large number of of; leers, a total of about J;0, is assigned to 

the headquarters of the VFD in Zitiau* This corresponds to the officer strength 
of a division headquarter s * Fron too designations of regiment and battalion, 
it must be inferred that, contrary to previous assumption, tho former 
Koz&uaados and Abteilungen have now become the cadres of regiments and battalions 
respectively. 

(3) Of the previous 1st through ?th dondorabteilungen, only the 1st and ?th Sondor- 
ahteilung are still existent* It is belie vod that they arc directly resigned 
to the VPD q The two Sonder^bteilun^on :nay also have been merged into one nixed 
Abteilun;. 1 


(li) It appears that the signal communications Zug and the engineer Zug have not 
bean integrated as organic elements of the bat. alien (Abteilung) to date* 

They are probably detached by the regiment (Komando) in case of need for 
combined arms training. 

(£) It is believed that the light mortar section and the heavy na chine gun section 
are only temporari ry assigned to tho rifle companies as supporting elements 
within tlie framework of combined arms training* The light mortar section is 
equipped with SCMnn mortars* 

(6) The rifle company now has an authorized equipment of nine light machine guns* 

Prior to the reorganization only six light machine guns wore available* 
ihe reported organization of the lith Regt (artillery Ko m ando) supports the 
assumption that the former 5th and 6th Zonderabteilungen have bean subordinated 
to the artillery Konivando© The intended equipnont of the heavy mortar battery 
with l60~*nm mortars is a novel feature.

possaoio that the VPDo have soon converted into cadre divisions of very 
limited strength, iron all available indications relative to the strength, 
organization and arnanont of those cadre units* it is inferred that the 'lanned 
aivioions are to be organized up t, the pattern of a boviot notorized rifle 
division. The organization existing at present is probably only a tenoorsrv 
solution which has boon influenced iy the progress of training proceeding from 
.owpany to bat alion. anc reginoatal level and perhaps also by organisational 
tho c ® n8ld o ra ttons. It will require a groat amount of tine to briar 

tae existing cadres to tnoir authorized peace streigth. The divisions to be 
xormed fron the 2U VFDs would total about 200,300 ran. It will hardly be 
po.>.,ible to raach feds strength in the course of 1952 even bv failin ' back 
upon t:« personnel assigned to schools and by extensive recruiting, it will 
be possible to reach a personnel strength of 200,000 rae n only by introducing 
service ’ Xh0 fOuipment of this force with weapons and ° 
terial wil_ be a question of relatively minor concern. The solution of this 
problem will solely depend on the intensions of the Soviets. The changes in 
organizational set-up of the paramilitary Volkspolizai which started 
.0 January 1)?>. doos not at present imply an increase of its fighting strength.
